Ths exemptions from taxation in this 
county under various legislative enact¬ 
ments are growing to enormous proper* 

tines. 

The classes of property exempt from 
assess meet for taxes Include school 
property, both public end private ; 
pabllc property owned by the various 
municipalities, property used for church 
led chart table purposes, ud cemeteries 
sad graveyards, Tbe total value of 
these exempt properties as determined 
ftf the County Board, la |26,113,700, of 
which there Is located to Newark, 
«M,U0 k 000 worth, leering $8,963,700 
as tbe combined value of all exempt 
property la tbe rest of the county, 

Tbe greatest value Is pieced upon 
public property of which there la more 
than 118,000,000 worth In the county, 
05,000,000 of which Is represented In 
lands and buildings around the city of 
Wewaik. Church and charitable proper¬ 
ty ranks second In value, upward of 
§10,000,000 of this class being lepreeent- 
sd on tbe assessors books. There Is 
oeatly 500,000 worth of public school 
property, and more than $1,000,000 
worth of other school properly. The 
lands used for interment of the dead 
In the county represent a value accord- 

,,700,000. 




\eartoy Tax Hate* 

Ths East Orange Tax Assessors rs- 
Idered their original decision and 
fixed the tit rate at $2*74. Despite 
tbe Increase to the county rate o! 10 }£ 
points, the Increase over last year's 
rate Is only two points. This is due to 
tbe increase to valuations of about 
§664,000, and a decrease of $1,000 to 
the amount needed for running the city 
government. 

It Is announced that the tax rate for 
South Orange township fur this year 
outside of the village of South Orange 
would be 2.03, and tbe rate for tbe 
village sod the township combined 
would be 2.25, which Is 15 points higher 
that of last year. 

Lewis T, Terry of Springfield 
bus announced tout tbe tax rate will 
mot be nearly so Isrge as was expected. 
Although there has been a alight 
In the county rate over that 
a year ago, township property-owners 
will have to pay but 2.28 on the $100. 
This Is a reduction of twelve points 
from last year, and the lowest rate In 
three years —thle t too. In spite of the 
fact that tbe intereat money'oo tbe 
public school la Included In the 


As Increase of about thirteen points 
le anticipated In the Glen Ridge Bor* 
trngh tax rate this year. 

Though the reports of the ueeseor 
are Dot ail In, It la eetlmated that the 
tax rate In Meet Orange this year will 
ba 1.86 as against 2.76 for last year. 
Title increase Is accounted for by the 
county rate, as there Is nothing In 
Iowa to cause an Increase, Vatom¬ 
ic West Orange have been raised 
$200,000 during the pest year.

Bin; Thus far tb* Town Engineer 
has been lb# target for the critic Lem 
that bee *r1»#D over the Liudeu Aveuu« 
Improvement work. If tbe question at 
Issue is «luiply one of mistakes In the 
meaturement of the amount of work of 
various kinds done, then there can be 
no question as to a here to fix the 
blame. Mr! Olmsted, being the pally 
relied upon by the Town Council to at. 
tend to such work and make the mea¬ 
sure menu, and being paid to per form 
that work. Is clearly in the wrong if the 
alleged shortages In tbe measurements 
really exist But there appear to he 
two sides to this question, and some of 
ua who have known Mr. Olmsted for 
years and know that ha baa at least a 
fair reputation as an snglueer and sur¬ 
veyor are disposed to ask that the Lin¬ 
den Avenue property-owners cease 
pounding the engineer until some other 
features of this perplexing case are 
thoroughly ventilated, 

Mr. Oluieted claims (and there seems 
to be no official contradiction of bis 
claim ) that there was oo specific under¬ 
standing when tbe LLn<4*u Avenue Im¬ 
provement work was begun as to the 
manner In which tbe assessment for 
the cost of the work was fo be levied. 
Mr. Olinated'e understanding of tbe case 
was that it was a general petit Ion for a 
general Improvement to be paid for by a 
general apportionment of the cost 
among tbe property* owners. It will be 
conceded that on the face of It such a 
proposition does not appear to embody 
a Just course of action In the case of 
particular property-owners whose prop* 
erty was In a complete state of Improve* 
meot before the work was undertaken, 
Ths main Issue In the case Is tbs 
method of levying the assessment, but 
It has been obscured by a minor issue, 
namely, the correctness of the measure¬ 
ments. Assuming the measurements to 
be correct, the question of the method 
of levying the assessment would be the 
only Issue, and It would be one with 
which tbe engineering department * of 
the town would have nothing to do ex¬ 
cept that of furnishing data as to tbe 
amount of work done and the measure¬ 
ment of Individual frontages along tbe 
street. Considered from tbe stand¬ 
point alone of the method of levying tbe 
assessment, Ur. OI meted Is eliminated 
from tbe case as soon as be bands over 
bis data to the Town Council or, by that 
body's direction, to the Board of As¬ 
sessors. 

It la easy to perceive that if no ques¬ 
tion bad been raised as to tbe correct¬ 
ness of the measurements and the 
Board of Assessors had treated the Im¬ 
provement aa a matter of general bene¬ 
fit to tbe street, a number If not a ma¬ 
jority of tbe property-owners would 
have protested against tbe adoption of 
such a method. 

Again, If the Board of Assessors bad 
levied an assessment on the basis of 
the specific amount of work done In 
front of each Individual property-owner's 
premises, not a few of the property- 
owners would have protested against 
tbe enormity of their bltle, and declare 
that they would never have signed the 
petition for the Improvement If they 
bad known that It was to have been 
regarded In any other way but a general 
Improvement and treated in a general 
way in the assessment of tbe cost. It 
Is obvious tbst as soon as the Linden 
Avenu* property-owners can be brought 
to discern that there la a larger question 
than that of tbe mere correctness of 
ths measurement involved In their case, 
the sooner they will b* oo tbe right 
road towards a settlement of It. 

It should be kept clearly in view that 
Mr. Olmsted has nothing to do with 
tbe method of fixing the assessment. 
It is a matter that belongs to another 
department of govern meot, and In so 
far as determining the .method, It 
matters not whether Mr, Olmsted be 
dead or alive, he does not figure at all 
in that feature of tbe case and has oo 
voice In It, His position Is a minor and 
subservient one, simply that of furnish, 
log data- If the figures be gives are 
wrong that simply results in clerical 
errors to tbs bills and ban nothing 
whatever to do with tbe questions of 
legality and equity that enter into tbs 
formulating of tbe procedure In seeking 
tbe seeessment. 

It must be confessed tbst In fixing 
upon a method of levying the Linden 
Avenue assessment the Town Council 
Is ooofrouted with a problem that Is *by 
no raeaos easy of solution. 

It must be apparent to some of the 
members of the Council that this 
diverting of attention from tbe real 
Iseue involved, and making Hr. Olmsted 
the point of atiaek, and laying all the 
blame on bis shoulders, la simply a 
waste of energy and permitting tbe 
property-owners to get unduly ex sited 
over e minor Issue In the case. 

Mr. OimetecTe claim that them was 
no definite understanding when the 
Linden Avenue work «a| commenced 
as to bow the oust wss to be see ea s e d 
Is undoubtedly true.

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Avenue except as to proving tbe cur* 
redness of tbe data It has furnished to 
ths Town Council. When the Council 
tn the exercise of Its executive func¬ 
tions Instruets the Board of Assessors 
as to the method that is to be pursued 
to making the ass e ssment, tbe ease will 
speedtlj be settled. 

There le another feature of this case 
which entitles Mr, Olmsted to a little 
olemeoey, sod that Is tbe prolonged 
Urns that It has bean banging In tbe air, 
eo to epesk. That le not the engineer's 
fault. It is not tbe Board of Assessors' 
fault, and the Town Council as a body 
has had no opportunity of acting upoa 
the case otherwise than receiving In¬ 
definite reports from sub* commit tees 
having tbe matter In charge

To the Editor of The Citizen ; 

8xa: There are many streets In ibis 
town devoid of such Improvements as 
light, water, and sewers* Tbe primitive 
condition of such streets la a detriment 
to their develop me ht aud is one of th* 
causes of the slow growth of the town 
In taxable valuations* The town Is | 
amply supplied with ordinances that 
make It hazardous for a person to build 
on such streets, owing to the risk of 
coming in contact with sanitary nil** 
and regulations that cannot be compiled 
with without incurring great expens*. 

The town has put on all tbe frills of a 
well regulated and finely equipped city, 
but tn many instances only tbe most 
primitive conditions are available to the 
party who may have a desire to build a 
home. It Is these faulty conditions 
that so widely exist here that are In a 
large measure responsible for the small 
and slow Increase of taxable valuations 
In the town. 

If low valuations and a low tax rate 
prevailed here, It might be said that the 
fault was due to tbe people; that public 
enterprise was lack log, and that tie 
natural tendency was towards a sloth¬ 
ful satisfaction with a primitive condi¬ 
tion of local conditions. 

But such la not the case. All things 
considered and on a basis of comparison 
with other towns, valuations for pur* 
poses of assessments are high and there 
la no question but what tbe tax rate Is 
high. These high valuations and high 
tax rates are due to the efforts of tbe 
people to place tb* town In good posL 
tlon In the matter of schools, good 
roads, saws', light and water. In order 
to enjoy these things the people have 
patiently endured high valuations and 
high tax rates In the hope that tbe fact 
that the town waa thus supplied would 
lead to rapid development and Increased 
taxable valuations and a consequent 
lower lax rate. 

Expectations have not bean fulfilled 
and the outlook Is for many more years 
of high taxes. But conditions will be 
much Improved If streets now available 
for building purposes can be put In such 
•bape that building snterprises will he 
encouraged rather than discouraged, X*
